t0 attend a circus and had tanked 
‘upon booze sufficiently to put’ 
‘him in bad humor. avd while re- 
turning on the night train to hie 
hime at Pinckard he became very 
‘disagreeable aud broke glass in 
the windows aud door of the 
‘coach. Conductor Johnson tried 
to quiet him‘and finally reported 
him to 4 special road agent, 
which so infuriated and angered 
Hastings that he threatened to 
kill Johnson when bevot on the 
ground. When the train reached 
Pinckard, Conductor Johuson was 
assisting some ladies off the train 
when Hastings got off and ap- 
proached him and demanded an 
apology and began cursing him 
and then proceeded to shoot him, 
On firing the flrst shot, Mr. Jobn- 
son excluimed to Hastings; ‘You 
have killed me,’’ bat Hastings 
was not yet satisfied and fired on 
him the secoud time, and then 
Tan. 

Hastings was arrested Wednes- 
day, and op his automobile went 
With the Sheriff to Ozark where 
he was placed in jail. Hastings 
is suid to be wealthy.

Substitution of the word “wan-' 
ton’’ for ‘simple’? stands a fair! 
chance to bring a one-legged, half |

1n October of 1907, according 
to the papers in the case, Mr. 
Williams was run over by the 
Lonisvillé and Nashville railroad 
at the Marbary Lumber Company 
which resulted iu the cutting off 
of’one of his legs, and such serious 
inJury to his ramaining foot that 
half of it had to go under tho sur- 
geon’s knife. Inthe same acci- 
dent, it is declared, a man by the 
name of Norrell was killed. Th« 
accident, is seems took place 
while the L. and N engine was 
switching cars off the maip track. 

Williams entered the court with 
a plea of ‘‘simple’’ negligence, and 
succeeded in winnivg a verdict of 
$80,000. ‘The case was appealed, 
however, and reversed by the 
supreme court of Alabama.on the 
allegation, it is understood, that 
recovery of damage could not be 
made for ‘‘simple’’ negligence. 

Plaintiff thereupon re-entered 
court, this time alleging ‘‘wan- 
ton’’ negligence on the part ot the 
railroad. The verdict, which has 
just been reached is tor $27,000 ,
